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Archbishop  Marcel 
Gervais  to  give  fifteenth 
Kelly  Lecture 


The  fifteenth  annual  Kelly  Theological  Lec- 
ture will  be  given  by  the  Most  Reverend 
Marcel  Gervais,  D.D.,  Archbishop  of  Ottawa, 
at  8:00  P.M.  on  9  March  1995  in  the  Assem- 
bly Hall,  Brennan  Hall.  The  title  of  Archbishop 
Gervais's  lecture  is  "Democratization  in  a  Hi- 
erarchical Church." 

After  his  ordination  to  the  Priesthood,  Arch- 
bishop Gervais  went  to  Rome  for  ftirther  stud- 
ies at  the  Angelicum  and  at  the  Pontifical  Bib- 
lical Institute;  he  then  undertook  ftirther  stud- 
ies at  the  Ecole  biblique  in  Jerusalem. 
Having  completed  his  studies,  he  was  ap- 
pointed to  London,  Ont.,  where  he  served  as 
Professor  of  Sacred  Scriptures  at  St.  Peter's 
Seminary,  was  Director  of  the  Divine  Word 
International  Centre  of  Religious  Education, 
published  the  ten-lesson  Bible  study  pro- 
gramme Journey  (now  translated  into  fourteen 
languages),  and  was  a  much  sought  after,and 
appreciated.  Retreat  Director. 
In  1980  he  was  ordained  Bishop  and  served 
as  Auxiliary  Bishop  of  London  until  1985, 
when  he  was  appointed  Bishop  of  Sault  St. 
Marie,  Ont.,  where  he  instituted  a  synodal 
process  intended  to  enhance  the  role  of  the 
laity.  In  September  of  1989  he  was  appointed 
Archbishop  of  Ottawa,  where  he  has  contin- 
ued to  implement  the  teachings  of  the  Second 
Vatican  Council,  with  special  attention  to  the 
role  of  the  laity. 

In  1991,  the  Archbishop  was  elected  to  a  two- 
year  term  as 'President  of  the  Canadian  Con- 
ference of  Catholic  Bishops. 
In  October  of  this  year  the  Catholic  Educa- 
tional Foundation  of  Ontario  awarded  Arch- 
bishop Gervais  the  1994  Medal  of  Honour, 


giving  special  recognition  to  the  educational 
contributions  he  has  made,  not  only  through 
his  formal  academic  career  as  professor  and 
administrator  and  through  the  Journey  pro- 
gramme, but  also  through  the  leadership  and 
guidance  he  has  provided  throughout  his 
priestly  life  to  Catholic  educators,  as  well  as 
his  involvement  in  the  development  of  the 
Christian  Family  Life  programme  now  used 
in  Catholic  schools. 

The  Kelly  Lecture  Committee  and  the  St. 
Michael's  community  are  most  fortunate  that 
Archbishop  Gervais  has  accepted  our  invita- 
tion to  give  the  1995  Kelly  Lecture  and  cho- 
sen a  topic  of  such  interest  and  challenge. 
The  lecture  will  be  followed  by  a  question 
period  and  then  a  reception  in  Brennan 
Lounge  in  the  Odette  Centre.

In  1967  Father  Joseph  Sable,  Professor  at 
the  Institut  CathoUque  de  Paris,  accepted 
the  invitation  of  the  then  St.  Michael's 
French  Depanment  Head  Father  Richard 
Donovan,  C.S.B.  4T7,  to  come  to  the  Col- 
lege as  visiting  professor.  In  1971  Father 
Sable  returned  to  take  up  a  full-time  appoint- 
ment, which  he  held  until  retirement  in 
1984.  From  that  time  on  he  began  to  trans- 
fer from  France  to  the  John  M.  Kelly  Li- 
brary at  St.  Michael's  the  extensive  and 
unique  collection  of  printed  material  relat- 
ing to  the  Nineteen-Century  French  Ro- 
mantic period  which  he  had  been  gathering 
for  over  forty  years— and  is  still  gathering! 
Readers  of  this  newsletter  have  already  read 
of  the  extraordinary  "Sable  Collection"  and 
of  the  Frank  Smith  Memorial  Collection 
which  forms  part  of  it. 
The  continuing  generosity  and  dedication 
of  Father  Sable,  combined  with  the  coop- 
erative efforts  of  the  administration  of  St. 
Michael's  and  of  the  Kelly  Librar>'  and  with 


the  French  Department  of 
the  University  of  To- 
ronto, resulted  on  9  No- 
vember 1994  in  the  offi- 
cial opening  of  the  Centre 
d'Etudes  romantiques 
Joseph  Sable.  The  Centre, 
a  joint  academic  venture 
of  St.  Michael's  and  the 
University,  is  situated  in 
the  Kelly  Library  and  has 
already  attracted  graduate 
students  and  professors 
from  universities  other 
than  the  UofT,  and  is  the 
site  of  special  courses  and 
lectures.

^  Sad  to  say,  despite  St.  Mike's  efforts 
to  maintain  the  league,  there  was  no 
Mulock  Cup  competition  this  year; 
there  were  too  few  other  Colleges  or 
Faculties  able  to  field  teams.  The  Cup 
was  donated  in  1894  by  Sir  William 
Mulock.  St.  Mike's  first  competed  for  it 
in  1897,  but  it  was  not  until  1930  that 
we  won  it.  We  repeated  in  1939  and 
again  in  1948.  h  was  twenty-five  years 
before  the  College  captured  the  Cup 
again.  With  Lex  Byrd  as  Coach  and 
with  the  support  of  Father  John  Kelly, 
through  the  late  '70's,  through  the 
'80's,  and  into  the  '90's  St.  Michael's 
was  a  power  to  be  reckoned  with  and 
won  the  Cup  several  times.  In  1994  we 
won  the  Cup  in  its  one  hundredth  year 
and  for  the  third  year  in  a  row. 
Hopefully,  the  great  Mulock  Cup 
tradition  will  soon  be  re-established.
